Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 7-26 are allowed in view of the prior art. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As to claim 7, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious a spectroscopic apparatus comprising a second support 
member disposed between a wavelength dispersion element and first member that 
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includes a rotation member for rotating said wavelength dispersion element, in 
combination with the rest of the limitations of claim 7. 

As to claim 8, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious a spectroscopic apparatus comprising a combination of a 
transmission member disposed between a first and second support member wherein 
said second support member includes a deformation member that elastically deforms in 
response to a difference between a contraction/expansion amount of the first support 
member transmitted from the transmission member and a rotation member that rotates 
minutely in response to the deformation of the deformation member, in combination with 
the rest of the limitations of claim 8.
